many things,” said Mr. Hooker, who is 
the head of a large chemical piant at 
Niagara Falls, which began furnishing 
France with chloro-benzo as far as 
3915, early in the war, “but he blun- 
dered in none perhaps more signally 
than in his failure to grasp the signifi- 
cance of the use of gas in modern war- 
fare. It is stated upon the authority 
of the war department that not one 
pound of American gas ever reached 
the front, and that only 1,400 tons in 
all were delivered to the French armics 
before the armistice. 

Mr. Hooker told of fruitless efforts 
to have Secretary Paker utilize his 
experts and plant, and of refusal be- 
cause the persons in charge were ac- 
customed to independence and did not 
fit in well with the army. Hooker had 
argued “experience of fifteen years 
with large bodies of men wearing gas 
masks should be utilized.” [Such an 
experience the plant management hada 
had in its business.] 

“His reply to that,”, Mr. Hooker | 
said, “was to adyise us ‘to make our 
contribution to the war ih some pri- 
vate capacity, and that gas would not 
be important anyway. | 

“The gas production, when the ad- 
ministration was finally forced into 
starting its) manufacture, was placed 
in the hands of theoretical chemists, 
with no adequate experience in the 
purchase and use of materiais in a 
large way, such as is necessary in a 
big plant. 

Study tn Action Inaction. 

“Let me state that I had volunteered 
my services and the services of our ex- 
perts—there was not to be one penny 
of personal profit to us—the plant was 
not to receive a single government con- 
tract. We desired no rank or salaries, 
only the opportunity of service in the 
specialty in which we were trained. 

“Tt was on a Thursday that I placed 
the correspondence and my plan be- 


fore Pershing (he had just come up 
from Mexico to assume his new duties) 
and his reply was the reply of a soldier 
and a man of action: ‘I want you 
three to sail with me for France Mon- 
day. Go-up to Secretary Baker and 
tell him you are just the men L want 
to do this work.’ 


“ Baker's reply was: ‘ We cannot ac- 
cept your offer and I do not wish you 
to go to France.’ 


“Later they did accept one of these 
experts, but not in the production of 
gases. 

“They set him, an expert in chemi- 
cal enginéering, to building airplane 
fields and he returned from France a 
colonel.” 

Mr. Hooker said he tried through 
-Lord Northcliffe and Col. House to con- 
vert Secretary Baker, and, failing, had 
written to Baker. 

“The letter,” he said, “ was as frult- 
less as my numerous interviews. Large 
full page statements have since ap- 
peared describing the exploits of gas 
service. As a matter of fact this serv- 
ice failed at the top—still-born. It 
never performed its functions. 

“Tt went through a great many 
emotions and engaged the vital at- 
tention of a great many good men.”

'HOGISLANDIS A 
WHITE ELEPHANT 
TO GOVERNMENT 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Efforts by the shipping board 
to find a purchaser for the costly ship- 
building plant at Hog island met with 
failure today. When bids were opened, 
following extensive advertising, only 
two offers were forthcoming, both of 
which were rejected promptly by the 
board on the ground that they were too 
low. 

Prospects of selling the shipyard 
were further lessened when Frank M. 
Zeller served formal notice on the 
board that litigation now pending in 
the Pennsylvania courts throws a 
cloud upon the title to the land. 

Just what the government will do 
with the plant,.which cost $69,000,000 
as against a preliminary estimate of 
less than a third of that sum, is as 
much of a problem as that of dispos- 
ing of the fleet of wooden ships buitt 
during the war emergency. It may be 
possible to lease part or all of it for 
industrial uses. 

One of the bids presented today was 
from the .Barde. Steel corporation of 
New York City and was for $4,000,000. 
The other was from the New Jersey 
Maciinery exchange, $4,268,750. <Ad- 
miral Benson said he had hoped that at 
least $20,000,000 would be offered.

Anniversary of 
Reformation Today

JE eighty million Lutherans 
throughout the world today are 
celebrating the four hundred and 
third anniversary of the begii- 
ning of the Reformatign. It was on 
Oct. 81, 1517, that Martin Luther nalled 
his ninety-five theses to the chapel door 
at Glid Wittenberg. The Reformation 
anniversary is, therefore, the great 
festival of the Lutheran church, as it 
marks the birth hour of Lutheranism. 

Ip the 200 Lutheran churches of Ch!- 
cages and vicinity the anniversary is 
being celebrated by special sermons 
on the central theme found in St. 
Paul's epistle to the Romans, chapter 
8, veree 28: “ There we conclude that 
@ may is justified by faith without the 
deeds of the law.” 

This afternoon a Lutheran mass- 
tueeting will be held at 3 o'clock at 
Luther institute, 120 North Wood 
street, when a three-quarter life size 
statue of Martin Luther donated by 
friends of the Lutheran High schooi, . 
will be dedicated. Addresses will be 
made by Profs. John Anderson, WVil- 
iam C. Herrman, and Director Edwin 
Hoelter of Luther institute, a high 
schooi built five years ago at a cost of 
$100,000, and manned by a faculty of 
eleven professors and an enrollme:t 
of several hundred students.

The foregoing adjustments all being 
properly taken care of, the next and 
most important adjustment to be made 


is the carbureter. Ordinarily a car-| 


bureter has two adjustments, one for 
low speed and one for high speed. It 
should be borne in mind that when ad- 
justing the carbureter the setting 
should be made for average conditions, 
and this implies a hot engine. Now, 
with this in mind, the adjustment is 
made as follows: 

With the engine running the dash 
control (choker or strangler, used as 
synonimous terms) should be down; the 
gas lever should be closed to the very 
slowest position, and the spark also 
retarded. The slow speed adjustment 
screw is then turned to the point at 
which the engine just idles nicely. This 
may be best determined by noting the 
condition of the exhaust. If the slow 
speed adjustment is feeding too much 
gasoline a very pungent odor will »-« 


detected at the exhaust. By turn-} 


ing the slow speed down until the 
exhaust is practically odorless, one or- 
dinarily finds the correct position. 


A good rule to remember tn making 
these adjustments is that a turn to 
the “ Right Richens” the mixture and 
to the “Left Leans” the mixture. As- 
' pociation of the two Rs and two Ls 
facilitates remembering. If it is found 
after the correct adjustment has been 
reached with the low speed screw that 
the engine does not idle slow enough, 
then the stop screw lever on the throt- 


tle valve of the carbureter should be‘ 


carefully turned down to allow the but- 
. terfly valve more complete closure. 

The high speed is adjusted next as 
follows: , 

The spark is advanced and the gas 
lever advanced so that the engine ap- 
proximates a speed eqitvalent to a 
car speed_of twenty miles per hour. 
The high speed adjustment screw 
should now be turned to the right un- 
til the point is reached where the speed 
is effected. The spark should now 
be half way retarded and the engine 
slowed down. Next the engine should 
be rapidly accelerated and if {ft Is 
found that the engine spits back 
through the carbureter with the spark
